THE APPEAL TO ALBERTANS 


The pledge cards have been distributed 
in the campaign to raise “northern” Al- 
berta’s share of the National Emergency 
relief fund. Residents of the territory 
north of Red Deer are being asked to con- 


tribute $50,000. 

It is not asked that the full amount of 
a contribution be paid at once. Hence the 
pledge cards; which provide that the 
amount may be spread over the present 
and the three following months, payments 
being made in instalments. It is request- 
ed that contributors give in proportion to 
their income, a schedule of percentages 
being suggested. ' 

The amount sought from this section 
of the province is not large, either in re- 
lation to the known need or to the 
wealth of the district. It is smaller in pro- 
portion than that asked from other parts 
of the Dominion whose residents are pre- 
sumably in better circumstances. It is 
more than otherwise urgent on that ac- 
count that the allotment be subscribed to 
the full and subscribed promptly. The ar- 
rangement makes almost certain that 
more money will be sent into Alberta than 
is sent out. 

If others are to be “taxed” more heav- 
ily, it is thus a matter of self-respect, as 
well as of duty, that Albertans do their 
lesser share quickly and willingly. It 
would in fact help to correct some erron- 
cous notions, and to give this part of Can- 
ada a more just estimate in the minds of 
people in the eastern provinces, if Alberta 
were to turn in twice the amount that is 
asked for. Even that would not be out of 
keeping with the resources of our people, 
and certainly not beyond the reasonable re- 
quirements for relief purposes here and 
elsewhere. 

It is to be hoped that the response to 
this appeal will be both generous and gen- 
eral. Numbers in a case of the kind are 
quite as important as amounts. A multi- 
tude of small donations will accomplish 
quite as much as a few large ones, and the 
greater the number of those who experi- 
ence the satisfaction of helping in a most 
worthy cause the better. No one there- 
fore should hesitate to give because he can- 
not give much. 


POOLING NOT INSISTED ON 


Members of the Atberta Wheat Pool 
are to be given the choice of saying by di- 
rect vote what policy the Pool shall fol- 
low next year in the handling of their 
grain, Four alternative plans are to be 
submitted: 

1. That all wheat be handled on the 
pooling method employed in former years, 
with an initial payment at time of delivery; 

2. That all wheat be handled on the 
pooling method, but without an_ initial 
payment at time of delivery; 

3, That the grower be given the option 
of pooling his wheat, and getting an ini- 
tial payment, or of selling outright on the 
open market; the method that is being 
used this year; 

4, That the grower be given the option 
of pooling, but with no initial payment, or 
of selling outright. 

Whichever plan the members prefer, 
the point made clear in this submission is 
that the management has dropped the ori- 
ginal contention that the Pool could only 
carry on business successfully if its mem- 
bers were bound in a hard and fast con- 
tract to deliver all their wheat to it on a 
strict pooling basis, with initial payment 
at delivery. 

This year the Pool is giving its mem- 
bers the privilege of pooling or of selling 
outright. Seemingly that has been found 
to be a workable basis, since the members 
are asked if they want to continue the 
same policy in future years. If the plan 
had been found to be a failure, or to 
threaten or unduly hamper the Pool’s 
operations, no doubt the members would 
be told that it must be abandoned. 


KEEP THE FARMERS ON THE LAND 


The Government of Ontario announces 
that it will establish a modified morator- 
ium to prevent the foreclosure of mort- 
gages on farms.

Provided a moratorium can be devised 
that would be just to all parties concerned, 
it might be well if in each province there 
was a standing law by which the govern- 
ment could, in time of emergency, bring a 
stay of foreclosure proceedings into effect, 
without waiting until needless distress has 
developed and until the legislature can 
frame a special act. 

A WORLD CONFERENCE 

“What ails the world” is to be the sub- 
ject of a conference of the world’s govern- 
ments. The announcement of Premier 
MacDonald will surely, be welcomed it all 
quarters. That there is something radi- 
‘ally wrong is clear enough and clear 
everywhere. No country has escaped the 
economic subsidence. Young or old, agri- 
cultural or industrial, poor or wealthy, 
they have all felt its effects and are all 
looking for relief—without any definite 
prospect of finding it in the near future. 

That such a conference could dispel 
the depression forthwith, and spread pros- 
perity again throughout the world, is not 
possible, But if it did nothing to make con- 
ditions better it could hardly make them 
worse. And it is inconceivable that the 
statesmen of the universe could sit down 
together and talk the situation over with- 
out discovering a multitude of ways in 
which they could remove barriers and dis- 
abilities, and thus give industry and enter- 
prise a chance to start the process of re- 
construction. Mankind is not yet bankrupt 
of intelligence.

AGRICULTURE AND DAIRYING 


In Canada the crops of the past 
season, taken as a whole, have been 
bountiful, the only exception being 


in certain portiogg of the Prairies 
where there was failure due to 
drought. With remarkably favorable 


weather, crops generally were harves' 

ed in excellent condition, and costs of 
harvesting were lower than for some 
years past, but a much reduced ex- 
port demand, with a consequent price 


level far below that of many years 
past, has materially reduced returns 
to the farmers. 


The dairy industry, which domin- 


ates agricultural activity in Eastern 
Canada, has not escaped the effects 
of reduced industrial activity, butter 
prices being down from twenty to 


thirty per cent below last year, while 
the price of cheese is even lower. The 
livestock industry was less remuner- 
#ive than in 1930 

In considering the various phases 
of the economic set-back which OCan- 
ada has received, it is important to 
remember that they have arisen large- 
ly from extraneous and not internal 


causes, During the post-war period 
he expansion of vu industries 
speaking generally, has been on a 
modest scale. We have not invested 
such a large volume of our capital 
assets in unproductive extensions as 
has been the case in the United 


States, and our benks and financial 
institutions have not had their resour-

CONDITIONS IN EUROPE

closing months of the year, Perhaps 
the most favorable development has 
| been a slight indication of the beg!n- 
|ning of a return of confidence and 
lless hesitation in trade.

, Situation, however, may be said to be 
jobscure at the moment. According 
t> news despatches Congress will be 
|called upon to deal with two major 
| questions, namely, the excess of ex- 
| penditures over revenue, and unem- 
ployment. No proposals have yet 
| been put forward as to how a badly 
unbalanced trade position is to be 
dealt with, or how it is proposed to 
re-establish the export trade of the 
country. It seems apparent that so

WHAT OF TEE FUTURE 


What of the future? There is a 
| wise old saw, whose injunc‘ion I in- 
| tend to follow—"“Never prophesy un- 
less you know.” Certain features of 
high import may, however, be alluded 
to. The clouds have not yet been 
dispelled. European countries, notably 
Germany, Britain and Austria, labor 
under the burden of war debt, and 
while the moratorium prompted by 
| President Hoover has given a breath~ 
| ing spell, the weight of debt still im- 
| pends. Few nations have balanced 
| budgets, without which credit is im- 
H paired. Taxation is high everywhere 
The wheat situation, of almost vital 
| interest to Canada, is beclouded by the 
| reappearance of Russia as an exporter 
}and the disposition of other Buropean 
countries to grow their own require- 
ments, making imperative the ex- 
tension of diversified farming in our 
Prairie Provinces, Then, the pregsure 
|of competition in world markets is in- 
| terse, as in the case of the fisheries 
|}(an industry that Japan is actively 
developing), lumber, ccpper and other 
commodities indigenous to Canada. 

I would, however, say to those who 
feel themselves more or less at a loss 
in estimating the future that we have 
}one advantage in the Bank of Mon- 
treal possessed by few business in- 
stitutions. We have the advantage 
; of an intimate record in our own an- 
nals of the course of trade in this 
country for the past 115 years, Look- 
ing into that record we see reflections 
of periods of great prosperity and re- 
flections of periods when conditions 
and outlook, not only in Canada, but 
throughout the world, were blacker 
than any we have experienced during 
the past two years. I could quote 
extracts from the addresses of past 
Presiden‘s at the Annual Meetings of 
the Bank which would be exactly ap- 
plicable, word for word, to present 
conditions, and others that tell of 
graver conditions, Yet, even under 
greater disadvantages than the pres- 
ent, conditions have always righted 
themselves. Looked at in the large, 
the history of our country, as reflect- 
ed in the history of your Bank, has 
been one of continued progress and 
advancement, and I have not the 
slightest hesitation in reiterating the 
views expressed at our Annual Meet- 
ings in years past that just as the 
country has weathered previous 
storms, so now there is every reason 
;to look forward with confidence to 
emerging stronger and more prosper- 
ovs than ever from the conditions 
which now prevail. ‘To this I would

had a beneficial effect, both econom- 
ically and psychologically. It is also 
sought by the establishment of a sys- 
tem of home loan discount banks to 
relieve in some measure the unsatis- 
factory condition that prevails in re- 
spect to real estate loans, 

The monetary disequilibrium from 
which the world is suffering reacted 
most severely on London, and not- 
withstanding support rendered by 
American and French credits for $250,- 
000,000 and $400,000,000, Great Bri- 
tain was obliged to suspend the gold 
standard on the 21st September; Nor- 
way, Sweden, Denmark, Finland and 
several other countries followed suit. 
Our interest naturally rests mainly 
with Great Britain, and {t is our hope 
that the stabilization of the pound 
sterling may not be long delayed, 
|making ava'lable again to the world 
the valuable financial machinery in 
London which has made that market 
pre-eminent as a world monetary 
centre. 

For the greater part of the year 
low money rates prevailed in the Lon- 
don money market. The Bank of 
England rate was 4% per cent. when 
the pound was taken off a metallic 
basis. A 6 per cent. minimum was 
then imposed and still stands. Call 
money is around 6 per cent. Discount 
rates have followed fairly closely the 
course of money. It is encouraging 
to record that the money market in 
London has accepted the recent crisis 
with calm and that business has func- 
tioned normally except that stock ex- 
change transactions were limited Ww 
© cash basis until 16th November, 
when the normal fortnightly settle- 
ment was reinstated. Restrictions 
against the exportation of capital 
from Great Britain remain in force, 

We are still in the shadow of the 
Great War, in which over a score of 
nations engaged for four years in the 
destruction of life and capital on a 
scale without precedent in history. 
During that period colossal interna- 
tional debts were incurred, followed 
by reckless post-war financing to 
timuate prosperity, which resulted | 
|the world over in burdensome taxa- | 
tion, loss of confidence, dislocation of 
lindustry, trade and finance, and in| 
| the creat’on of social and political 
problems, many of which yet remain 
to be solved, 


Meanwhile, with the world out of | 
balance and trade generally in a d's- 
organized state, we should be thank- | 
ful that we in Canada are as well off | 
as we are. There is no gainsaying it, | 
however, that business has been at an 
extremely low ebb during the past 
year—lower perhaps than it has ever 
been within the memory of anyone 
engaged in it today, 

The situation can only be aggra- 
vated by continuing to pile up more 
and more federal, provine’al and mu- 
nic.pal debts. Individuals who appre- 
ciate the need for economy in their 
own expenditures and are striving to 
get out of debt are too prone, para- 
doxically, to condone and encourage 
public outlays of borrowed money, ig- 
noring the fact that it must in the 
end be repaid by themselves. There 
is a defin'te limit beyond which pub- 
lic expenditure cannot proceed with 
safety, even when the object is to cre- 
ate temporary employment. In this 
country that limit is now in sight. A 
halt must be called to mounting ex- 
penditures—indeed has been called in 
some cases. The burden of taxation 
eats up capilal resources, saps energy 
and enterprise, and creates still fur- 
ther unemployment. 

It is essential that in Canada we 
should draw a lesson from costly ex- 
periments that have been made else- 
where and, while taking care of those 
in immediate distress, work in the 
direction of rendering as many as 
possible of the unemployed self-sup- 
porting. Assisting people to establish 
themselves on the land is the natural

Situated as it ts, mid- 
way between the Old World and the 
awakening Orient, Canada, with its 
courageous virile people, its invigorat- | 
ing climate, abundance of natura! | 


resources, its water power, and 
unexcelled means of transportation 
by rail and water, is destined 
to play an impor.ant part in 


this twentieth century. Our prin- 
clpal lack at present is sufficient rural 
population; th's will correct itself in 
less time than many expect.
